FLOOD BREAKS 
LEVEE NORTH OF 
LAWRENCE, KAN 


Seven Workers, Escaping, 
as Kaw River Raises Sand 
Bags Under Their Feet, 
Spread Warning. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo. June 6.— 
The flood waters of the Kaw River 
spread over hundreds of fertile 
farm acres today after breaking 
through aie levee near Law- 
rence, Kan. The crest of the flood 
in the Kaw River was about 40 
miles west of here early today, 
while the main force of the Mis- 
souri, which has flooded thousands 
of acres, was being exerted against 
protective barriers from Hermann 
to St. Charles, Mo. 

Carrying flood waters from Colo- 
rado, Nebraska and Kansas, the 
Kaw broke through a levee north of 
Lawrence, Kan., last night, sent @ 
torrent on to hundreds of acres of 
rich bottom land, and threatened 
to inundate North Lawrence. Most 
of the residents of the town had 
been moved from their homes. 

The break ended the efforts of 
600 men to save the barrier. Five 
CCC men, a farmer and Capt. H. 8. 
Howes were working on the levee

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GOV. PARK SIGNS — 
| PGT. SALES TAX BILL 


Levy, Effective Aug. 27, to Be 
Passed on to Consumer 
Under Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 6.—The 
sales tax bill passed by the 1935 
Legislature, which increased the tax 


from the present rate of % per cent 
to 1 per cent, on a broader base, 
and converted the levy from an oc- 
cupational tax to be absorbed by 
the seller, to a “pass-on” tax to be 
paid by the buyer, was signed yes- 
terday afternoon by Gov. Park. 

The emergency clause originally 
incorporated in the bill was not 
adopted in either house of the Leg- 
islature, hence the higher tax rate 
will not become effective until Aug. 
27, 90 days after sine die adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. 

The present sales tax law was 
passed as an emergency measure by 
the 1933-1934 special session of the 
Legislature, chiefly to provide funds 
for the State’s share of the cost of 
unemployment relief, and would 
have become inoperative on Dec. 31 
of this year. The new act, in addi- 
tion to increasing the rate and 
broadening the tax base, extends 
the effective date of the tax until 
Dec. 31, 1937, a period of two years.

the border in Trail, British Colum- 
bia. 

The $350,000 would be for dam- 
ages suffered prior to January, 1952. 
The pact sets up a tribunal to de- 
if any damages has resulted 
since that date and if so what in- 
demnity should be provided. The 
tribunal also would determine 
whether the Canadian smelter 
should be required to adopt meas- 
ures to prevent further damage. 

Three. treaties were so-called “In- 
sull” treaties permitting extradition 
from the signatory countries of 
persons accused of “offenses to the 
detriment of creditors in connection 
with a state of insolvency.” The 
supplemental pacts are with Po- 
land, Czecho-Slovakia and the Grand 
Duchy of Luxemburg. 

A fourth treaty, known as the 
International Sanitary Convention 
for Aerial Navigation, extended 
“port of entry” regulations to in- 
ternational aviation.

Rhode Island Member Says

REBUILT FOR USE AS MUSEUM 


Structure Erected 101 Years Ago 
Was Once Inhabited by Zachary 
Taylor’s Troops. 

FORT GIBSON, Ok., June 6.— 
Fort Gibson, which was erected 101 
vears ago and for some time was 
the outpost of the Federal Govern- 
ment in the Indian country, will 
soon be rebuilt and used as a mu- 
seum. 

The entire outlay will be rebuilt 
from musty files from War Depart- 
ment archives, and even the quad- 
rangle, the original of which was 


once inhabited by Gen. Zachary 
Taylor’s troops, will receive a 
thorough “going over.” Upon com- 
pletion the fort will include a power 
house, one and two-story buildings, 
blockhouses at two corners, and a 
well house in the center. 


In keeping with the original plan 
of the famous fort, all the build- 
ings will be inclosed by a palisade 
of spiked pine logs. The estimated 
total cost of the project will be 
$28,050, of which the State of Okla- 
homa appropriated $7500. A small 
admittance fee will be charged vis- 
itors for the maintenance of the 
historic fort.
